Turkeys were plentiful when this country was first founded, 
but the growth of civilization, the destruction of their habitat and 
incessant market hunting depleted the bird population dangerous- 
ly. In 3880, legistation was enacted that banned the saie of wild 
turkeys. Through conservation programs, primarily funded by sport 
hunters, the wild turkey has been brought back to respectable 
numbers. Today, along with State and National Fish and Game. 
Departments, organizations like the National Wild Turkey 
Federation, Inc. are aiding in the growth and restoration of our wild 


turkey population.

This 25 year old archer had a dream in 
1927 when this picture was taken showing him 
shooting his first handmade bow. And that 
dream was to be able to make his living 
making archery equipment. So he began 
building bows by hand in his basement in the 
house he rented in Detroit. In 1933 he had built 
his one man business to the point where it was 
incorporated as The Bear Archery Company. 
The business continued to grow and the man 
moved his small company three times to larger 


quarters in the Detroit area as more and more 


people heard of the quality bows and arrows 
he made. 


Finally in 1947 he built a smal! 170 ft. x 50 


ft. plant in a friendly little town in Northern 


Michigan where he hunted and fished. And 


that almost did the young businessman. in. 
When he opened his doors in Apri! of ’47 he 
had 33 employees. Then disaster struck the 
archery market. In 1948 the fledgling company 
had to begin building Admiral television 
cabinets to stay in business. Yet Fred Bear 
Started a tradition that year that continues 
even today. He paid hiS employees a 
Christmas bonus. And in 1949 business was 
so bad that he paid it to his employees in 
installments. Fred Bear has continued to pay

The Energy

Each day you hear about the 
energy crisis. You might think it 
is a matter of short-term na- 
tional politics or international 
intrigue.

It takes nature over forty 
million years to make a barrel of 
oil. It takes nature two to three 
thousand years to compress 
sixty-five feet of vegetation to 
produce a one-foot seam of 
coal. As natural gas is a by- 
product of oil, it takes as long 
to make natural gas as it does to 
make oil.

The region to the south of the 
Ohio River that now comprises 
the state of Kentucky, while not 
a part of the Old Northwest, 
influenced greatly events to the 
north of the rivet during the 
Revolutionary War period.

# The. Story of the 


hé’ Old Northwest 


By Gordon G. Beld 


After Virginians had tempo- 
rarily subdued the tribes of the 
Ghio Country in Lord DOun- 
more’s War of 1774, the big 
push by white men into the 
Kentucky region began. Sol- 
diers in the armies of Dunmore 
and Col. Andrew Lewis had 
heard from their companions in 
that campaign many stories of 
the great opportunity that await- 
ed settlers in Kentucky. And 
they believed that their recent 
triumph over the Indians would 
eliminate the likelihood of fur- 
ther trouble from them. 

Daniel Boone, whose name is 
perhaps most closely associal- 
ed with Kentucky, first explored 
that region in the late 1760's. In 
1773 he sold his home on the 
Yadkin River in North Carolina 
and with a company of 80 
persons started out to establish 
asettlement in Kentucky. A part 
of the group was surprised by 
Shawnee warriors and _ five, 
including Boone's oldest son, 
were killed. Despite the tragedy, 
Boone urged his companions to 
continue on. However, he finally 
yielded to their pleas to return. 

The following year James 
Harrod fed a party into Kentucky 
ond founded ‘Morredsbusg. Ma 
rauding Indians later that year 
forced the group to retreat to 
the eastern settlements, but 
they were back again by mid- 
March of 1775 to establish their 
community's claim as the first 
permanent settlement in Ken- 
tucky. 

Among others es 
that year was Boones 
planned to be the capital of 
Transylvania — an area of about 
20 million acres, comprising 
about half of the present state 
of Kentucky. The land was 
purchased froin the Cherokee 
Indians by a company headed 
by former North Carolina Judge 
Richard Henderson. To provide 
easier ac> ‘ss to the settlement 
Boone and a crew of about 30 
frontiersmen cleared a_ trail, 
which was eventually known as 
the Wilderness Road and served 
as the route of thousands who 
ventured westward. 

In April Boone's party began 
construction of a fort at 
Boonesborough. The stockade 
was approximately 250 teet by 
125 feet. Two - story block- 
houses were set into each of the 
four corners so that portions of 
them extended beyond, and 
atforded a view of, the waiis of 
the fortification. Walls of cabins 
formed a portion of the stock- 
ade, and other sections of it 
consisted of timbers placed 
vertically in the ground. The 
fort, which was duplicated at 
other settlements, was an ex- 
cellent defense against attack 
by Indians. 

On May 23 the fort was the 
site of the first legislative as- 
sembly west of the Alleghenies 
as delegates trom Harrodsburg, 
Boiling Spring, St. Asaph and 
Boonesborough met to draft 
laws for Transylvania. The 18 
tepresentatives agreed upon 
legislation for the preservation 
of game and the cattle range. 
They also established a judicia! 
system, a militia and religious 
freedom. 

One of the nine acts approved 
by the assembly reveals that 
Kentuckians had an early start 
in establishment of their repu- 
tation as great raisers and 
racers of horses. |1 was entitted 
“an act for preserving the breed 
of horses.” 

Desertions, prompted by dis- 
content over land policies and 
disturbances caused by Indians, 
reduced the population of fron- 
tier settlements during the 
summer but in the fall the 
Wilderness Road was traversed 
by anviher wesiward roving 
group, including the first fami- 
lies to come to Kentucky. In the 
group were Boone's wife and 
daughiers, three other families, 
and ?7 men 

The Transylvania Company 
sought recognition from the 
Continental Congress in 1775 as 
the 14th of the united colonies, 
but the request was denied. 
George Rogers Clark, who 
played a principal role in the 
rejection of Transylvania’s vid 
to become a colony, led in the 
Movement to have ii designated 
a county of Virginia. This was

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It’s about time that Ron Nessen 
hung it up. 

Nessen is the TV reporter who 
followed a fulltime assignment cover- 
ing Jerry Ford with the job as press 
secretary to the President of the 
United States. He's been on the pan 
lately for his performance in this taut 
and visible job; and once the press 
secretary gets the press down on 
him, his usefulness to his boss is 
somewhat limited. 

Unless, of course, the boss wants 
to tauntingly irritate the press corps, 
as President Nixon apparently did 
through his Ron Ziegler-led press 
office. 

The Ford game pian, though, 
seems to be one of accommcdation 
with the press — accommodation to 
the point of courting the press. That 
makes Nessen's role considerably 
different than what Ziegler’s was. 

Nessen appears io be on ihesbrink 
of dissolution. 

For example, he recently com- 
plained bitterly that President Ford is 
unjustly being tagged as a clumsy 
person. when he really isn’t, and the 
press ought to do something about it. 

At the Ford skiing holiday, some- 
how the president managed to fall 
right in front of some photographers, 
and somehow the picture of the 
president on his po po was circulated 
rather broadly. 

From a journalistic standpoint, 
that seems fit and proper. But

A correspondents committee, eval- 
uaiing Nessen’s performance so far, 
published what Newsweek Magazine 
tabbed as “an embarrassing report 
card” for Nessen, citing such short- 
comings as unavailability on the 
recent Ford trip to China, misleading 
information on Ford's activities while 
on the trip, obvious infighting 
between Nessen and other admini- 
straiion figures, and other criticisms. 

The role of the press secretary is a 
difficult one, not yel fully evolved. 
Time was when the presidential press 
secretary was primarily a technician, 
ministering to the needs and whims 
of the press corps. That day is past; 
now the press secretary is import- 
antly a spokesman for the admini- 
stration, while continuing to serve as 
the press’ conduit to the inside of the 
administration. 

In my view, the press secretary 
must first serve his employer — the 
president; only secondary is his role 
to the press. But the

functions are not mutually exclusive. 
it is in learning to meld the one with 
the other, to serve both masters to 
the mutual benefit of both, that the 
press secretary in today’s govern- 
mental structure really earns his 
wings. 

Nessen’s performance is not what 
it should be, For one thing, he 
appears to be losing sight of the 
nature of the press; one picture of the 
president falling down on skiis is 10 
times more newsworthy than 100 
pictures of him standing up on skiis. 

President Ford has a_ practical 
political perspective that. -Nessen 
failed to exhibit. Ford said he didn’t 
think the photographed fall would 
cost him votes because “there are

| received an anonymous letter the other day that raged 
somewhat about the sixth grade attending an outdoor education 
camp for five days in May. {ts writer was concerned primarily 
because he or she felt that the parents were not intormed, the cost 
of employee overtime, food, etc. was going to be another burden on 
ihe taxpayers, sixth graders who opted nat to attend would be 
forced to attend Sth grade classes for a week, and the whole thing 
was impractical. 

I'd like to take this opportunity to clear up some of the 
misconceptions that appear to have arisen. ; AX ns AL. 

Whether the program goes or doesn’t is, at this puint in time, 
not an absolute certainty. We believe it’s an outstanding proccam 
with tremendous {earning potential. However, if it's to be 
successful we must have the support of at least 90% of the parents. 

We felt the best approach to informing tne parenis aboui the 
purpose, facilities, cost, and time of the program would be to invite 
them to a meeting to see a slide presentation by the camp director 
and discuss the purpose and cost of the camp with the director, 
school staff and principal. The meeting was held Wednesday 
évening, January 21st. Parent attendance was excellent and the 
vast majority were excited about and supportive of the outdoor 
education camp. F ; 

“At the outset it was decided that an ouldoor education camp 
would afford learning opportunities that cannot be found in the 
traditional! environment. Learning about ecology, environment, 
plant tife, animal life, weather. survival skills, self reliance, group 
cooperation can much better be taught in an outdoor setting. 
Language arts, math. art etc., are not acing to be ignored but 
integrated with the camp program. Sludents will be learning wating 
skills while writing about camp experiences, preparing stories for 
camp fire recitations, or writing about newly discovered aspects of 
plant lite, animal lite, weather. ecology, etc. Math will be integrated 
with map reading, survival skills, weather. and real life problem 
‘solving situations. ; 

Art will focus on using natural materials to create pictures, 
wood sculptures, mosaics and handicraft items. There will be 
plenty of adult supervision including parents, teachers, camp 
counselors, out-door education majors from Central, and a camp 
nurse. Any parent who desires to may go and only needs to accept 
‘the responsibility to work in the kitchen or act as a counselor to do 
so. 

Teachers have agreed willingly to give their time and no one 
has asked for any extra pay nor could we afford the program If they

!would like ta comment ana 
few of the statements made in 
the letter of criticism you re- 
ceived through the “Editor's 
Mailbox” concerning our article 
entitled “Responsibility for Sex 
Education”. 

The writer said that to imply 
that birth control is exclusively 
a moral and religious issue 
“with no ramifications or con- 
nections to society in generat is 
a blatent distortion.” First, we 
do not deny the reality of the 
sex problems in our society or 
the need to correct them. We do 
not deny that state forced 
education in birth control would 
be effective in curbing some of 
the symptoms of the sex 
problems. But we do believe 
that state instruction in moral 
issues is a violation of the 
principte of the separation ot 
Church and Staie. And too often 
when the state has taken over 
responsibilities which belong to 
individuals or other organiza- 
tions it results in more corrup- 
tion than correction. 

The writer also said, “t believe 
the responsibilities of educa- 
tors in this area is to educate, 
not to promote, certain ‘atti- 
tudes and behavior over others." 
if the purpose of education in 
the areas of sex is. not to help 
result in a change of attitudes 
and behavior within society, 
then please tell me why it is 
being pushed? In fact, | would 
question the value of any edu- 
cation which had no effect on 
the attitudes or behavior of the 
studeni. 

This kind of thinking smacks 
of Platonic Philosophy, which 
taught that man is basically 
good, and if he is given enough 
facts on a given subject, he will 
choose that which is right. 
Pragmatically, even our genera- 
tion is proving this philosophy 
wrong. Today we have more 
social scientists doing work in 
sex related fields, more books 
are written on sex, more re- 
search and analysis, more sex 
glinics and rounselors than at 
any other time in history, and 
yet, in the midst of all this new 
enlightenment. the sex related 
problems of our society are 
growing progressively worse. 
Our problem is not lack of edu- 
cation, it is lack of morality. 
Increased public sex education 
without morality will produce 
mostly an increase in playboys 
and prostitutes who learned all 
the tricks in schoo} at taxpayers 
expense. 

The writer also said, ‘I just 
wnder who does more to foster 
guilt - a competent instructor 
dealing unemotionaliy with is- 
sues of sex education, birth 
control, venereal disease, etc., 
or a clergyman spewing forth an 
updated version of fire and 
brimstone.” Is this the purpose 
of sex education to communi- 
cate facts without changing 
attitudes, feelings or behavior? 

Guilt is a normal feeling 
which results from improper 
behavior. Once quilt is recag- 
nized and personal responsi- 
bility for wrong is admitted, 
then there can be repentance, 
restitution and forgiveness fol- 
lowed by a changed behavior 
pattern, This kind of thinking is 
as old as the Bible and as new 
as the current revolution in 
Psychology and Psychiatry led 
by unsaved men like O. Hobart 
Mowrer. 

The writer also said, "The 
ostrich mentality which fosters 
the maintenance of ignorance, | 
believe, is the real driving force 
of our so-called “moral decay.” 
The “ostrich mentality” which is 
destroying our society today is 
the wilfuil ignorance of the 
Word of God which character- 
izes modern thought and action. 
Gud said it best through 
Jeremiah, “The wise men are 
ashamed, they are dismayed 
and taken: lo, they have rejected 
the word of the Lord; and what 
wisdom is in them?”

Recreation is not just something we do during leisure time, 
according to Dr. Louis Twardzik, Recreation Specialist, Cooperative 
Extension Service, Michigan State University. He told those 
attending the Michigan Recreation and Parks Association in 
Lansing recentiy thai recreation is anything that enriches tite. 
Parks, playgrounds and swimming pools are important, but far 
from being the total picture. 


| was one of twelve County Extension Directors invited to meet - 


with the MRPA to observe and learn what is happening the state 
over in the field of recreation. 

Or. Twardzik who is a professor at Michigan State University 
advances the idea that recreation can occur during work. This is 
done particularly by making the working conditions more atiraciive. 
Part of this is finding life’s work enjoyable. The less one likes their 
work the more important outside or different activities become. 

Many enrichment prograrns that are going on in Crawford and 
Roscommon Counties are part of recreation. The adult classes 
being taught at the high schools and at Kirtland Community 
College are a form of recreation. Not only is “belly dancing” 
recreational bui aii ifie classes stimulate the learner and give an 
additional enrichment to life. 

Other activities that are going on in the area people may not 
look to as recreational are the activities of the Chamber Music 
Society, The Mainstreet Players in Roscommon and the AuSable 
Players in Grayling. 

Speaking of the Chamber Music Society, they are sponsoring 
the Midland Symphony at Kirtland Community Coilege ai 4 pm 
Sunday, February 6th. 

The 4-H Clubs offer recreational opportunities. Projects like 
horse clubs might be considered more recreational than sewing, 
but sewing in itself is recreation. Woodworking is a type of 
recreation that can sooth one’s mind after a hard day of school. 

When one looks at recreation in this light, planning a 
recreation program becomes broader than a piece of land where you 
find swings, a slide and picnic tables.
